Aspects of life in this new British 
territory are described in the 1022 
report 
of 
the 
country. 
Big game 
multiplied rapidly in Tanganyika dur­ 
ing the war. 
Lions frequently satisfy 
their taste for human flesh at the ex­ 
pense of life. 
Their boldness is in­ 
credible, and whole villages have been 
terrorized by their presence. 
In the 
first half of the year rewards were 
paid for the destruction o f 300 lions 
and 800 leopards. 
In Tabora district 
alone 07 people were killed by lions. 
Elephants do great damage to the 
crops, often ruining a whole planta­ 
tion in a single night, or, entering the 
villages they strip the roofs of grain 
stores and scatter or 
consume 
the 
Cont€ nts. 
The natives too often as­ 
sume a fatalistic attitude in the pres­ 
ence <*f disaster, and become unwill­ 
ing or unable to help himself. 
In Tanganyika witchciaft has as 
fatal effects on infants as wild beasts 
have on adult natives. 
To the influ­ 
ence of the, medicine men, says the 
r< port, may bo attributed the barbar­ 
ous practice of infanticide which pre­ 
vails among the Wapare in the Moshi 
district. 
Children born 
with 
some 
abnormality, or the offspring of par­ 
ents who nave failed to undergo ini­ 
tiation into certain tribal ceremonies, 
art done to deai,h by deliberate sta r­ 
vation and neglect, or by exposure to 
the unhealthy climate of the low coun­ 
try. 
Often parents would not of their 
own accord abandon such children, and 
in many casts have preferred to give 
tht in away to strangers. 
When the elders of the tribe were 
addressed on this m atter, there was 
a dt elded tendency to recognize its 
evils and to adopt more enlightened 
id eas but a few were against the ab­ 
olition of the custom on the ground 
that the destruction of the tribes cer­ 
tainly would follow. 
According to 
th< <e sages life is altogether too pre- 
t ilous, and the number of acts or 
omissions which they can cite as be­ 
ing fatal is amazing; even to plant 
a tree waff pronounced to be* equiva- 
k nt to d (oming one’s self to death. 
Another difficulty confronting Brit­ 
ish administrators in the territory is 
that of rivalry among missionaries.

London, Sept. 28.-—All is not joy in 
the life of British officials in T angan­ 
yika territory, formerly German East 
Africa. 
Lions, leopards and elephants 
menace the 
population; 
missionary 
j* nlousy bewilders the pagan natives, 
and witchcraft, practiced by the wild 
W apare of the Moshi district, causes 
m any helpless infants to be put to 
death annually. 
Aspects of life in this new British 
territory are described in the 1922 
report 
of 
the 
country. 
Big game 
multiplied rapidly in Tanganyika d u r­ 
ing the war. 
Lions frequently satisfy 
their taste for hum an flesh at the ex­ 
pense of life. 
Their boldness is in­ 
credible, and whole villages have been 
terrorized by their presence. 
In the 
first half of the year rew ards were 
paid for the destruction o f 300 lions 
and 800 leopards. 
In Tabora district 
alone 07 people were killed by Hons. 
Elephants do great dam age to the 
crops, often ruining a whole p lanta­ 
tion in a single night, or, entering the 
villages they strip the roofs of grain 
stores and scatter or 
consume 
the 
contents. 
The natives too often a s­ 
sume a fatalistic attitude in the pres­ 
ence of disaster, and become unwill­ 
ing or unable to help himself. 
In Tanganyika w itch n aft has as 
fatal effects on infants as wild beasts 
have on adult natives. 
To the influ­ 
ence of the medicine men, says the 
report, may be attributed the barbar­ 
ous practice of infanticide which pre­ 
vails am ong the W apare in the Moshi 
district. 
Children born 
with 
some 
abnorm ality, or the offspring of p ar­ 
ents who nave failed to undergo ini­ 
tiation into certain tribal ceremonies, 
are done to dea«.h by deliberate sta r­ 
vation and neglect, or by exposure to 
the unhealthy clim ate of the low coun­ 
try. 
Often parents would not of their 
own accord abandon such children, and 
in many casts have preferred to give 
thi m away to strangers. 
When the elders of the tribe were 
addressed on this m atter, there was 
a decided tendency to recognize its 
evils and to adopt more enlightened 
ideas, but a few were against the ab­ 
olition of the custom on the ground 
th at the destruction of the tribes cer­ 
tainly would follow. 
According to 
th< se sagos life is altogether too pre- 
< nous, and the num ber of acts or 
omissions which they can cite as be­ 
ing fatal is am azing; even to plant 
a tree wa*c pronounced to be equiva­ 
lent to dooming one's self to death. 
Another difficulty confronting B rit­ 
ish adm inistrators in the territory is 
that o f rivalry among m issionaries. 
“ It is greatly to be regretted th a t, a 
spirit of jealous rivalry has m anifest­ 
ed itself in certain districts between 
C hristian missions 
of 
different de­ 
nom inations,” the report declares. “It 
arises from a very natural and sincere 
belief in the superiority of th at branch 
of the common faith which it is their 
pride and their duty to preach to the 
heathen, but is has often resulted in 
an undignified com petition to extend 
th i scope of the mission beyond lim ­ 
its which a proper degree of influ 
once an control would demand, and 
in attem pts to set up schools in jux­ 
taposition to those of another denom­ 
ination.

but react to the dam age of the C hrist­ 
ian faith. 
“ C hristian m issionaries, by offer­ 
ing one doctrine here, another close 
by, and still 
another

pagan native, and it would be well if 
C hristian 
societies 
would recognize 
th at the principle of spheres of influ­

FOREST RESERVATION

Eminence, Mo., Sept. 28.—The Gov­ 
ernm ent once more has turned its eyes 
to the Ozarks as a prospective site 
for new national forest reservations. 
If the project were put through it 
would mean converting hundreds of 
thousands of acres of cut-over land 
in South Missouri, now mostly waste 
land covered with scrub growth, into 
carefully tended young forests, which 
eventually would not only bring great 
revenue to the state and Government, 
but would furnish magnificent play­ 
grounds for the people of the State, 
especially now that rock roads are 
being laid into the Ozark territory. 
The purpose of the project, of course, 
would 
be 
building up the nation's 
lum ber supply. 
About 10 years 
ago, 
when 
the 
Government 
first embarked on the 
policy of setting up national forest 
reservations in cut-over territory, as 
distinguished from the great forests, 
the Ozarks was one of the general 
localitites 
selected 
as 
admirably 
adapted to reforestation work. 
Two 
counties, and for a second one cov­ 
ering the St. Francis headw aters and 
m ountains 
and 
the C urrent River 
headwaters. 
But Missouri displayed 
no interest. It did not pass a law 
perm itting the Government to enter 
the state for such purposes and other 
projects were taken up.

and a recommendation as to whether 
it be taken up seriously or deferred 
fo r' consideration to the future, with 
projects in

states, including 
Kentucky, to be taken up ahead of the 
Ozarks. 
There is no immediate prospect of 
action on Missouri, even should Ashe 
recommend the Ozarks be taken up 
at an early date, for until the State 
passes an enabling act, perm itting the 
Government to purchase three large 
reservations, the commission at W ash- 
ington will not enter. 
Ashe will re ­ 
port on several"states at one time. 
The general projects under inspec­ 
tion in Missouri now are for a fo r­ 
est reservation of 468,000 acres at the 
headw aters of the St. I rancis, taking 
in territory in St. Francois, Iron, Mad­ 
ison, W ayne and Reynolds counties, 
and for a second one 
covering 
the 
roughest sections of C arter, Shannon, 
Texas 
and 
Dent counties, or some 
585 000 acres. 
A previous report by 
Government foresters on the area in 
the two projects said less than ten
